The shallow rifle pits 
dug by the soldiers in the satid were 
still visible, Two of ‘the beleagured 
escaped through the Indian lines at 
night and made their way on foot to the 
nearest military post on the then new 
K, P. Railroad, many’ miles south; from 
whence troops were sent to Forsythe’s 
relief, The Indians told us all ‘about 
the fight on our return to camp. I after- 
wards learned that Lieutenant Fred 
Beecher was killed. in that fight. A 
very brave man. He was a nephew of 
Rey. Henry Ward Beecher, and had pre- 
viously served in the Sixteenth Maine
